Ashurst and 
Hayden desire a duty on hides, 
previously rejected by the Senate, 
but, like ofl and lumber, scheduled 
to be offered again, Metcalf and 
Schall are Republican regulars 
whose return to the Old Guard 
told may be explained by the pres- 
sure of party discipline.

VOTES TO RAISE BENZINE TAX 


German Cabinet to Submit Bill to 
Federal Council.

BERLIN, March 6.—The Ger- 
man Cabinet has approved an in- 
crease in the tax on benzine of 4 
pfennigs a liter, bringing the tax 
to 10 pfennigs. It also voted fora 
tax of 4 pfennigs on Benzol. The 
bill will be submitted first to the 
Federal Council and then intro- 
duced in the Reichstag. 

The measure was drawn by Dr. 
Paul Moldenhauer, Finance Min- 
ister, to cover a deficit of about 
$19,200,000 in the Reich tax budg- 
et. The increase on benzine would 
chiefly affect exporters in Amcri- 
ca, as most of this country’s supply 
of products comes from the United 
States.

Round Table Hopes Blasted. 


The ultimatum then enumerates 
the circumstances in which his 
hope that a round table conference 
in London would furnish a solu- 
tion ot the problem was frustrated.

Condenins Tax on Salt. 


“Tf you can not deal with these 
evils and if my letter does not ap-

How Mahatma Gandhi Instituted 
Non-Cooperation in India and 
Broke With Tagore, the Poet 


Both Leaders Rebuked Britain by Returning 
Awards but Disagreec on Use 
of Physical Force. 


This is the second of four ar- 
ticles dealing with the career of 
Mahatma Gandhi and the political 
problem of modern India, which 
are inseparable, and which have 
assumed acute form as a result of 
the Nationalist demand for inde- 
pendence which may result in a 
formidable Anglo-Indian round 
table conference in London soon, 
Gandhi’s Quarrel With Rabin- 

dranath Tagore. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON.—Events of India’s re- 


cent political history have sudden- 
ly become more important in ret- 
rospect as a result of the present 


tense situation resulting from the 


Nationalist demand for complete 
independence from Great Britain. 

The 400 Amritsar deaths at the 
hands of Gen. Dwyer’s soldiers 
united Hindus and Moslems more 
than they had ever been before. 
Mahatma Gandhi, a Hindu, was 
asked to head the All-India Cali- 
phate Conference organized by 
Moslems who were angered at the 
position in which the Sultan-Caliph 
of Turkey was placed after the 
World War. 

Gandhi realized that one of his 
greatest political tasks would. be 
to unite Hindu and Moslem, who 
had been antagonists for cen- 
turies, ever since the Hindu Princes 
rebelled against Moslem Emperors. 
He accepted. 

Even then the larger measure of 
home rule that had been before 
Indian eyes during the World War 
was slow in being effected. Mat- 
ters came to a climax and Gandhi 
returned to the British Government 
the Kaisar-i-Hind gold medal 
which had been awarded him for 
humanitarian work in South 
Africa in connection with his vol- 
unteer ambulance eorps which 
helped the British during the Boer 
War. Sir Rabindranath Tagore, 
sccond greatest figure in India, 
followed Gandhi's lead and re- 
turned his knighthood with a let- 
ter rebuking King George. 

Non-Cooperative Movement. 

This was Gandhi’s strike of Au- 
gust, 1919. wherein he began his 
rcen-co-operative movement. He 
urged all Indians, in addition to re- 
turning any British honors, to avoid 
subscribing to Government loans, 
to ignore law courts and settle dif- 


ferences by personal arbitration 
and to begin a non-violent agitation 
for home rule, 

Gandhi announced he contem- 
plated a further step of mass civil 
disobedience in which Indians 
would refuse to pay taxes and dis- 
obey all laws not involving moral 
principles. This was to be taken 
just as soon as he had prepared 
his followers for it. He persuaded 
the Nationalist Congress to put his 
non-violent, non-cooperative pol- 
icy into the Constitution. of the 
Congress. 

Indian impatience resulted in the 
Government of India act of 1919, 
which provided a temporary di- 
archy which consists of a govern- 
ment provided by a Governor-in- 
Council and thé Governor acting on 
advice of elect members of the 
Indian Legislature. The preamble 
to this act says: “It is the declared 
policy of Parliament to provide for 
the increasing association of In- 
dians in every branch of the ad- 
ministration and the gradual de- 
velopment of self-governing insti- 
tutions with a view to the progres- 
sive realization of responsible gov- 
ernment in British India as an in- 
.tegral part of the British Empire.” 
Still Indian nationalists were not 
satisfied. 

Things came to a climax in 1921 
when the Nationalist Congress was 
prevented from adopting the final 
step of mass civil disobedience only 
through the insistence of Gandhi 
that the time was not ripe for such 
a move. 

Leaders’ Dispute on Policy. 

About that time the famous 
Gandhi-Tagore controversy started 
over the poet’s interpretation of 
nationalist policy. The Indian 


Gandhi to try to convert moral 
force into physical force. An es- 
trangement between Gandhi and 
Tagore followed. 

Then 12,000 coolies went on 
strike in Assam in May, 1921. The 
Government sent in as strike 
breakers their hereditary enemies, 
the Gurkhas. This was followed 
by riots and inflamed Indian opin- 
ion to such an extent that it was 
decided the Prince of Wales should 
visit India in an ‘effort to soothe 
opinion. 

The nationalists declined to wel- 
come the heir to the British

Convictions of contempt of court 
against Louis B. Seltzer, editor, and

of the Cleveland Press; were over- 
ruled today by the Cuyahoga Coun- 
ty Appellate Court. 

The editors were convicted about 
a year ago by Common Pleas Judge 
Frederick P. Walther who sent- 
enced them to 30 days in jall and 
fined them $500 each.

Grundy, had transferred its head- 
quarters to the Senate Office Build- 
ing, after the appoiffltment of 
Grundy as Senator, today prompted 
the Senate Lobby Investigating 
Committee to issue a subpena for 
Arthur L. Faubel, secretary of the 
American Tariff League, and 
caused Senator Harrison (Dem.), 
Mississippi, to declare on the floor 
of the Senate that unless Grundy 
immediately removed the estab- 
lishment from the Government 
building, he would introduce a res- 
olution in the Senate demanding its 
removal, 

A partial recital of the facts, 
appearing today in a Washington 
newspaper, produced a sensation 
which was augmented by reports 
that the lobby headquarters had 
been the center of the log-rolling 
operations which led to yesterday's 
vote on the sugar duty. It was dis- 
closed that an extra office had 
been assigned to Grundy, in addi- 
tion to the two offices regularly 
assigned to new Senators. The ex- 
tra office was in another part of 
the building from his two offices, 
and that the extra office had been 
occupied by the same staff with 
which Grundy conducted his lob- 
bying operations before becoming 
a Senator. 

Grundy vs. Doane. 

Replying to Harrison's warning 
on the floor of the Senate today, 
Grundy denied that the extra of- 
fice had been used for any pur- 
pose except the transaction of of- 
ficial Senate business, and de- 
clared that former members of his 
lobby staff had been there mere- 
ly as visitors. Less than an hour 
before Grundy made this state- 
ment, the Post-Dispatch corre-

spondent visited the office, and 
was told by Warren Doane, who 
conducted Grundy’s high tariff 
publicity campaign until Grundy 
became a Senator, that he, Doane, 
was in charge of the office.

Grundy and his assvciates in the 
American Tariff League early in 
1929 began their plans for influ- 
encing the writing of the tariff 
bill.

Arthur T. Hadley, 73 years old, 
president emeritus of Yale Uni- 
versity, died here today aboard the 
round-the-world tourist ship Em- 
press of Australia, 

The Empress ot Australia, which 
Dr. Hadley boarded in New York 
last Dec. 3 for a world cruise, 
docked yesterday from China, 
Pneumonia was given as the cause 
of death. Mrs. Hadley was accom- 
panying the educator on the tour, 

Dr. Hadley, Yale's thirteenth 
president, retired 22 years later 
after one of the most notable ad- 
ministrations in the history of the 
university to devote his entire time 
to the study of economics, to writ- 
ing and lecturing. 

Besides his widow and Hamilton 
Hadley, a son, who is a New York 
lawyer, he is survived by another 
son, Morris, also a lawyer in New 
York, and a daughter, Mrs. Nicho- 
las Moseley of New Haven, whose 
husband is provost of Albertus 
Magnus College. 

Dr. Hadley's body will be sent to 
New Hayen for burial after it is

To convert the Free Bridge into an earning prop 
erty instead of a berden to the taxpayers of St. Louis 
is important, and there is no question but the rail- 
roads are ready to help the municipality do this very 
thing. 

The bridge is now costing the taxpayers some $560, 
000 a year, and there are outstanding against it bands 
‘totaling $4,177,000. Meanwhile, the value of the 
bridge to the railroads is very great. A commit- 
tee frem the Chamber of Commerce which went into 
the savings that would result to them from this 
shorter route into and out of the city estimated that 
they would equal the cost of the new approaches with- 
in a very few years. The committee thinks this great 
saving to the railroads should measurably apply to 
the city’s credits in paying for the new appreaches. 
The special counsel employed by the aldermanic 
bridge committee to safeguard the interests of the 
thunicipality ought not te everlook the bargaining 
power of such a point. To build another bridge like 
the Free Bridge would cost the railroads approximate- 
ly 120 per cent more than the present structure cost. 
In any agreement as to new approaches it is fair 
for the city reasonably to eapitalise its values, nor 
can we believe that the railroads would have any 
objection to it.

THE GOVERNMENT'S GRAD BUSDVESS. 
From the Farge (N. D.) Forum. 
ESS than a year ago President Heever 
Lees Congress that he wanted a 
Federal Farm Beard, te give agricui- 
ture the relief he had premised. He was 
explicit, however, in his warnings against 
the Government entering business or fis- 
ing prices. “Certain vital principles must 
be adhered te.” he said. There must be 
“certain safeguards.” There sheuid be no 
“Government domination and interference.” 
Private business must met be undermined. 
“No Governmental agency sheuld engage 
in the selling and price-fixing ef products. 
for such courses can lead only to bureau- 
cracy and domination.” All “prepesalg fer 
Government assistance should originate” 
with the farmers’ organizations themselves. 
Marketing setups should be the results of 


their initiative. 
— * — 


That was 10 months age. Since then much 
has happened. The Farm Beard has been 
created. It has been functiening for abeut 
eight months. It suggested and organized 
the Farmers’ National Grain Cerperatien, 
which is the large scale, all-time orderly 
marketing agency. It forméd the stabiliza- 
tion corporation. which is empowered te 
buy up surplus wheat aud sell it at a loss 
to the Gaevernment, if necessary. 

It promulgated a lean policy fer wheat 
grewers, the value of the loan being based 
on certain fixed market prices, which the 
beard theught necessary. Since then, it has 
made these lean values the prices at which 
stabilization operations will have to be en- 
tered inte. In other words, it fixed a price 
which the Geyernment today guarantees 
te the co-operatives. 

But what else has it dene? Well, to de 
brief, it has pug the Government in the 
grain business. It hag put private grain 
concerns out ef business, so far as trading 
in the high grades ef wheat are concerned, 
It has created twe markets, one for co- 
operatives, one fer the private trade, with 
the latter paralyzed because the world eu- 
uation has made the actual value of wheat 
seme 15 er 17 cents under the fixed prices. 

Mr. Heover’s urgent demands have been 
fergotten. His warnings that the Gevern- 
ment must de kept out ef business, that it 
must not interfere with established busi- 
ness, that it must net kill initiative, that 
it must not deminate any business en- 
deaver, have been fergotten. Every safe- 
guard he suggested has been threwn over- 
beard.

FAILURE OF PRICE-FIKAING. 

From the Economist. 

HE Natienal Government has set aside 

3500.06.99 from the earnings of the 
American taxpayer to finance a colos- 
sal experiment in price-fixing and price- 
boosting on behalf of agriculture. Those 
who have promoted the project and are in 
contrei of Cengress are proud to announce 
that if this sum is not sufficient. more will 
be made available immediately. 

Heretofore the business has been camou- 
flaged. Its propenents and those in charge 
of the execution of it have said categorical- 
ly that there was no pian of price-fixing 
contemplated, but that the idea merely was 
to promote co-operation and orderly mar- 
keting now. The Farm Board has boldly 
and proudly. even if desperately, announced 
that the price had been fixed. that the 
farmer had nothing te worry about, and 
that the rise and fall of the free markets of 
the world weuld have nothing to do with 
what the American fabmer received for his 
grain. 

If the farmer is te be set apart and pro- 
tected from world influences on price, it 
is fertunate for him that the job is under- 
taken at this time, but from the point of 
view of the general taxpayer, the choice 
ef time was ineppertune. fer the reason 
that, with very fe exceptions, producers 
of basic commodities and raw materiais the 
world ever are suffering frem a price de- 
cline.

He was greatly in- 
terested in military strategy, and 
in particular was an authority on 
the strategic side of Napoleon’s 
campaigns, Once at a circus he 
surprised the elephant keeper by 
his encyclopedic information on 
elephants. 

‘He was born in New Haven, 
Conn., April 23, 1856, the only 
child of the late Prof. James Had- 
ley. of Yale College, and of Anne 
Twining Hadley. He entered Yale 
in 1872, He was elected to Delta 
Kappa in his freshman year, Delta 
Beta Chi in his sophomore year. 
and Delta Kappa. Epsilon in his 
junior year. He was also a mem- 
ber of the Senior Society of Skull 
and Bones, He was valedictorian 
of his class and took Woolsey and 
Bristed scholarships. 

Studied in Berlin. 

He studied political science in 
New Haven for a year after his 
graduation in 1876 and continued 
his studies for the next two. years 
at the University of Berlin. On his 
return from Europe, in the autumn 
of 1879, he was made a tutor in 
Yale College. His tutorship end- 
ed in 1883, and about that time 
began his work in the field of the 
history and science of railroad 
transportation, in which he accom- 
plished considerable important 
work, and raised himself, to the po- 


ity. From 1883 to 1886 he was 
university lecturer on railroad ad- 
ministration. In the latter year he 
was appointed professor of politi- 
cal Science in the graduate depart- 
ment, and in 1891 he was trans- 
ferred to the chair of political 
economy in Yale College, which he 
held till his election to the presi- 
dency in 1899. 

From 1887 to 1889 he was asso- 
ciate editor of the Railroad Ga- 
zette of New York, having special 
charge of the department of for- 
eign railroads. 

Noticeable features of his Yale 
administration were the introduc- 
tion of more uniformly, high re- 
quirements for professorships, the 
doubling of the university’s endow- 
ment, the raising of the standard 
of the professional schools, increase 
of eo- operation between depart- 
ments as shown especially in the 
university laboratories, the starting 
and successful development of the 
School of Forestry, the acquisition 
of the Hillhouse property (Pierson- 
Sage Square), the development of 
the Sheffield Scientific School un- 
der Russell H. Chittenden, and the 
increased emphasis on scholarly 
work among undergraduates. 

He had served as president of 
the American Economic Associa-_ 
tion, was a trustee of the Carnegie 
Foundation since 1905, served as 
Roosevelt professor at the Univer- 
sity of Berlin in 1907-1908, and 
was chairman. of the Railroad Se- 
curities Commission appointed un: 


In 1911 Mr. Hadley was chairman 
of the Hadley Commission ap point- 
ed by President Taft under the In- 
terstate Commerce act to investi- 
gate the condition of the railroads.

The two regular offices assigned 
te Grundy are near one end of a 
corridor on the third floor of the 
Senate Office Building, and the 
extra office is at the other end. 

Unlike the doors of regular Sen- 
ate offices, it is not numbered, and 
would be difficult te find any one 
whe did not knew which door to 
try. 

Senate offices are assigned by 
Moses (Rep.), New Hampshire, as 
chairman ef the Senate Hules 
Committee. Moses told the cer- 
respondent that he had assigned 
the extra office to Grundy as an 
accommodation, because of the ex- 
ceptional volume of official busi- 
ness handled by Grundy during 
the absence of Reed of Pennsyl- 
vania, who is a delegate to the 
London naval conferenee.

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HE widespread employment of 
T women int industry has not 

served, in the main. to destroy 
home-life in America, but has 
rather aided in its maintenance, 
according to Miss Mary Anderson, 
the benign gray-haired woman 
who, as head of the Women’s Bu- 
reau of the Federal Department 
of Labor, is official protectresas for 
the 8,500,000 women employed in 
the United States Miss Anderson 
recentiy spoke before several 
women's organizations in S.. 
Louis. 

“I know that much has bees 
said about the weakening of the 
family tie in cases where Women 
are employed.” Miss Anderson ob- 
served, “but I believe the facts 
show otherwise. 

1 know of many. many . cases 
where women sought and found 
employment only that they might 
hold t families together. Con- 
e res. We find that 
8,500,000 women were employed in 
the United. States according to the 
census of 1920. Those figures, I 
believe, hold good today. 

“Of these women, 4,500,000 were 
employed professionally in of- 
fices, and 4,000,000 w: employed 
industrially, either in factories or 
homes. Now approximately 2,000.- 
000 of the women employed in- 
dustrially were married, and liv- 
ing with their husbands. or with 
husbands and children. The per- 
‘centage, I believe, was approxi- 
mately 42 per cent. The figure 
perhaps would not be so high 
among the women employed pro- 
fessionally and in offices. 

“At any rate, these women were 
employed but for one reason—their 
husbands were making wages too 
low to support a good standard of 
living for the family. Consequent- 
Jy, the woman went to work, not 
to break the family tie, but to as- 
sure the family’s continuance, 

e * +. 
. E investigated one locali- 
ty, I recall, which was held 
to be typical Among 480 
women employed industrially, 42 
lewd cent were married and had 
children under 5 years of age. 
There was no day nursery in this 
locality, and the children were 
either left In the care of neighbors, 
and forced to look after themselves 
throughout the day. The women 
for the most part worked in mills. 

“This, of course, does not present 
a very flattering picture. Obviously, 
the wagts’of the husbands were ex- 
tremely low. While I believe that 
every woman, if she wants to work. 
should have the opportunity to do 
so, 1 do not think our women 
workers, through necessity, should 
be recruited from mothers who 
have from two to five children to 
look aftem Motherhood, in a home 
with séveral children, is in itself a 
full-time job. But where the hus- 
band’s wages are iow, and the 
children’s mouths are empty, neces- 
sity. of course, must dictate. 

“Where women can conserve 


indastrialiy, I believe the experi- 
ence proves beipful to them as 
mothers. I think they are the 
brighter and happier for having 
been employed, provided, of course, 
their condition of employment was

“Wages in other states vary,” 
she said, “and these figures are 
median figures—meaning that 
some women were paid below the 
average mark and other women 
above it.” 

In the shoe industry, Miss An- 
derson pointed out, skilled ory 
workers received wages com 4 
fayorably with the pay of office 
workers, sometimes making $30 to 
$40 per week. But the woman fac- 
tory workers have to face perhaps 
an entire month or two months 
of unemployment tn the slack sea- 
son, and perhaps part-time em- 
ployment at other times of the 
year. 

“All in all,” Miss Anderson add- 
ed, “women are producers not 
only of economic goods, but of fu- 
ture citizens. Whatever lowers 
the vitality and saps the energies 
of women, limits their ability to 
bestow a good health heritage on 
their children, and consequently 
undergnines the race. It is of 
course essential that we safeguard 
the interests of men wage earners, 
but it is even more imperative to 
study the problems of women work- 
ers because their position has been 
weaker economicalfy, and because, 
so often, they have a triple role 
bread winner, homemaker and 
mother. : 

“The importance of women as a 
labor supply. the cheapness of 
their labor as compared with that 
of men, and the difficulties attend- 
ant upon woman's doube or triple 
role caused Congress to found the 
Women’s Bureau as a permanent 
agency 10 years ago.
